and possible permits. It has to start somewhere. 1 
don’t know how 1 could have been fairer. There 
are four others (City Council members) who are 
agreeing on this. I wasn’t being arbitrary or dis¬ 
criminatory in what 1 was doing.” 

The News asked Bartolai to respond to the 
Martins’ concern even though they won’t even own 
the property until October.

“Last year nearly 400 backyard pool 
drownings occurred across the nation due 
to the inability of the victim to swim, the 
lack of proper supervision, and bystanders 
unable to provide assistance,’’ stated 
Michael Amado, safety services director 
of the American Red Cross, Pasadena 
Chapter. 

Especially in Southern California, the 
wealth of natural waterways and backyard 
swimming pools beckon swimmers, vaca¬ 
tioners, and boaters during the hottest 
months. 

For many people the words “first aid,’’ 
“CPR,” and “swimming” are synonymous 
with the American Red Cross. Over three 
quarters of the nation’s lifeguards receive 
their certification from the American Red 
Cross. 

All Los Angeles County lifeguards are 
required to be Red Cross certified. To earn 
the coveted Red Cross emblem, individuals 
are required to take Red Cross courses 
in CPR, First Aid, and Advanced Life¬ 
saving. Water Safety is the most popular 
Red Cross course, with more than 2,101,627 
certificates awarded in 1987 nationwide. 

The Pasadena Chapter with 11 cities 
within its jurisdiction awarded 10,487 cer¬ 
tificates in Water Safety, CPR, and First 
Aid. 

Whether you are a novice or an ad¬ 
vanced swimmer or if you are simply a 
concerned individual who wants to assist 
in an emergeny situation, the American 
Red Cross, Safety Services Office offers 
an expanded class program. Pasadena 
Chapter, in cooperation with community 
facilities, has established an effective 
system of swimming and lifesaving in¬ 
struction for people of all ages and 
varying stages of water skill. 

For summer swimming, lifesaving 
and water safety classes, call your local 
Y’s, recreational centers, and public and 
school pools directly for class scheduling. 
Local facilities include, among many 
others, the South Pasadena/San Marino 
VMCA, Monrovia Community Center, 
Sierra Madre Recreation Center, and Temple 
City Community Center. Training at these 
facilities is provided by Red Cross certi¬ 
fied instructors. 

All individuals who enroll and 
successfully complete each course will 
receive an American Red Cross certificate.

from schools or food 
handling positions. The 
cost could range from 
millions of dollars to 
hundreds of millions of 
dollars per year. Those 
against the measure, 
requesting a “no” vote,

State measure 70 is 

the Wildlife. Coastal and 
Park Land Conserva¬ 
tion Bond Act and would 
permit the slate to sell 
$776 million in general 
obligation bonds for 
natural resource-related 
purposes.

(up to $335 million) 
could be cancelled. 

Assuming all bonds 
are sold at an interest 
rale of 7.5 percent and 
paid off over 20 years, 
total repayment cost 
to the Slate would be 
about $1.4 billion.

It also increases 
the appropriations limits 
of all government 
entities in California. As 
a result, governments 
may be able to spend or 
retain tax proceeds 
which under current 
law could be subject to 
return to taxpayers. 

League of Women 
Voters urges a “yes” 
vote. 

State measure 72, 

“Emergency Reserve. 
Dedication of Certain 
Taxes to Transporta¬ 
tion. Application Limit 
Change. Initiative 
Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment.” makes several 
changes in how the 
appropriations limit 
operates. It changes 
the way certain state 
revenues arc treated for 
purposes of the limit. It 
requires the state to use 
revenues from the sales 
tax on motor vehicle 
fuels only for street 
and mass transit guide¬ 
way purposes. 

It requires the slate to 
begin each fiscal year 
with a reserve equal to 
3 percent of general Fund 
expenditures. Paul 
Gann supports this 
measure. Opponents 
believe it signals disaster 
for schools and tax¬ 
payers. They believe it 
takes millions of dollars 
away from schools and 
I that transit already has 


$700 million as a result ^ 
of gasoline sales tax. ^ 
The league suggests £ 
voting “no” on this ^ 
measure. 

Measure 73, “Cam- - 
paign Funding. Contri- ^ 
bution Limits. Pro- * 
hibition of Public ’ 
Funding. Initiative < 
Statute,” establishes * 
limits on campaign con- I 
tributions for all candi¬ 
dates for state and local 
elective offices; pro¬ 
hibits the use of 
public funds for these 
campaign expenditures; 
and prohibits state and 
local elected officials 
from spending public- 
funds on newsletters and 
mass mailings. The 
fiscal impact would be 
about $l.l million a 
year in state administra¬ 
tive costs to be oifset 
by savings of $l .8 million 
from the ban on the 
newsletters and mailings. 
Those rebutting the mea¬ 
sure include Attorney 
General John K. Van 
De Kamp. 

A “no” vote is urged 
by League of Women 
Voters. 

Measure 74, called 
the Deddeh Transporta¬ 
tion Bond Act, provides 
for a bond issue of $l 
billion to provide funds 
for capital improvements 
for local streets and 
roads, slate highways 
and exclusive public mass 
transit guideways.

State measure 75, 

School Facilities Bond 
Act of 1988, provides 
for a bond issue of $800 
million lo provide capital 
outlay for construc¬ 
tion or improvement of 
public schools. Both the 
Assembly and Senate 
approved unanimously. 

At least $590 million 
would be used tor the 
construction ot new 
school facilities and $120 
million for reconstruction 
or modernization of 
existing school lacili- 
ties.

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Commission continues hiiiside pians 


By William Olmstead 

Sierra Madrc’s proposed hillside developnieiil 
ordinance continued to take shape at last Thursday’s 
study session of the City Planning Commission. 

It is the commission’s intent to assemble 
existing hillside regulations plus pertinent 
new guidelines into a compendium to the city’s 
building ordinances. The compendium would be 
exclusive to hillside development. 

Commissioners Eloise Parker and Jim Hester 
presented to commission members the results of their 
work on a guideline ordinance. Using as a model 
the city of La Canada - Flintridge’s hillside ordinance, 
they had revised it to suit Sierra Madre. As Hester 
noted, the modified document was intended as a 
starting point for discussion; however, many of its 
provisions were embraced by the commission. 

Among some of the regulations in the proposal 
were requiring a tree map and animal count of 
the area before application: limiting street grades to a 
maximum rise of 25 percent regardless of switchbacks; 
and requiring that residents within 1000 feet of any 
proposed development be notified by mail along 
with an ad placed in the newspaper. 

Commissioner Ross Tyree called attention to a 
map drawn up by City Administrator James McRea, 
who was absent due to illness, the delineated five 
specific hillside zones. Tyree noted that two of 
the areas were almost wholly owned by the 
city and Passionate Father’s Monastery. He 
suggested these could be made “0” zones, per¬ 
mitting no construction, if the monastery was 
agreeable. 


In the further discussion Commissioner Stanley 
Hutchinson drew applause from the audience with 
his contention that a U.S. Geological Survey be 
made to pinpoint the city’s earthquake faults to 
protect it from future liability. He also suggested 
the possibility of making the area above the 1400 
foot contour line an “0” zone. 

Concerning application requirements, Parker 
suggestions that 3-dimensional topographic map 
be made mandatory and Commissioner Harry Snow 
proposed a requirement of color renderings to 
ensure compatibility with the surrounding area. 

The commission was united in its aim to pro¬ 
tect the hillsides from scaring and from the des¬ 
truction of existing ridges, knolls and other 
distinctive topographical features as evidenced by 
comments from several members. 

Chairman John Walter drew up an outline 
drawing on the meeting’s more prominent proposals 
that will serve as a guide for study and 
discussion at the next Planning Commission meeting 
on June 16. 

Walter also suggested that after the next meeting 
the commission conduct a study session to present 
its material to McRea to compose a formal proposal. 
At that point he opened the meeting to the public. 

Several residents had questions concerning impact 
on their own properties. Caroline Brown and Verna 
Chilton spoke, praising the commission’s delibera¬ 
tions and inviting members on a tour they are con¬ 
ducting of the hiiiside area. The commission then 
adjourned.

the area. Building above the gate would aflect this posing the moratorium 
closure. 

Mayor Bartolai answered, “Why wouldn’t a 
prospective builder have looked into the gate 
closure, the building of the gate and its ramifications? 

All the proceedings both pro and con have been well 
publicized for over a year. There have been delibera¬ 
tions by the council, public input at City Council 
meetings both for and against the gate. There 
have been well-publicized meetings with the city and 
county officials, the forestry service and all cities 
impacted by closure of the gale. In fact, there was 
a meeting of all the entities, including the county 
engineer and representative from the Supervisor 
Antonovich’s office. So it’s not as if this was not 
well publicized.’’ 

The News remarked that the Marlins were con¬ 
cerned that the line drawn above Carter Ave. by 
the council to eliminate areas from the moratorium 
and to include a portion of hillside land in the mora¬ 
torium was discriminatory, and Bartolai answered, 

“One participant has a project in process already. 

We’re not talking about a project with no permits 
or absolutely no action. One project being worked 
on has no grading taking place. I would have 
preferred to have taken no action at that meeting 
allowing any exemptions but the movement of the 
council and discussion that followed those 
allowed those exemptions to proceed.’’ 

The News asked the mayor if he believed the 
line drawn including and excluding land in the mora¬ 
torium was fair, he said, “I think so. It takes into 
consideration areas of most concern with eventual 
hillside development. Others may argue that the line 
should have been drawn differently. We thought the 
line was drawn most correctly.” 

How about the possible problems of Hooding, 
fire and possible earthquake damage, all that could 
cause extreme damage to the hillside and 
ultimately result in earth slides? 

The mayor answered, “Those are all aspects 
of what’s supposed to be taken into consideration 
in devising the hillside ordinance. When the City 
Council receives recommendations from the 
Planning Commi.ssion, we’re going to see if any 
areas in the Planning Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions arc not covered. They are now reviewing 
the possible ordinance and are submitting it to us. 

We will deal with it thoroughly and see if anything 
has been overlooked. Then we’ll attempt to make 
sure that absolutely nothing has been overlooked in 
creating this ordinance. I may propose that an ad 
hoc committee be formed to consider working on a 
hilisjdc.dcvelopmcnt ordinance, also.’’ ,

State measure 77, 

Calit'ornia Earthquake 
Safety and Housing 
Rehabilitation Bond Act 
of 1988, authorizes the 
state to sell $150 million 
in general obligation 
bonds for housing rehab¬ 
ilitation programs.
